CHINESE GROUND FORCES

CHUNGKING, July 6.—W)—The 


newly established United States air 
force In China was reported today 
to have sunk a Japanese gunboat 
In the Yangtze river during the 
Americans' destructive opening at- 
tacks upon Japanese airfields and 
bases In China.

HEAD PROTESTS USE 
GRAIN FOR RUBDER 


DONALD NELSON SAYS 
GRAIN ALCOHOL RE- 
QUIRES WAR MATERIALS

War Production Chief Donald M. 
Nolson protested today against « 
proposed program to produce syn- 
thetic rubber from grain on the 
ground that It would require crit-

for the war effort." 


Opposing a bill calling for crea- 


tion of a rubber supply agency to 
direct 
manufacture of synthetic 


rubber from grain alcohol, Nelson 
told a senate agriculture subcom- 
mittee sponsoring 
the measure 
that construction of such distiller- 
ies 
would 
require 
copper 
and 


steel. 


"Every 
pound of copper 
and 


steel taken away from our present 
supply," he asserted, "would hinder 
the war program. 
And that U of 


paramount Interest.

point the Germans claim to have 
thrown back the Red 
line 
and 


leached the River Don on a broad 
front. 
The nazls have exaggerat- 


ed so much in their communica- 
tionsh that we can't trust them 
but must wait confirmation from 
Moscow. However, the Muscovites 
do say that the enemy has driven 
n. wedge into tholr line In the Bol- 
frorod sector, and there is no doubt 
that Hitler is exerting groat pres- 
ume on the Russians in this new 
attack. 


It Is worthy of note that the 


Hitlerites thus far have lacked, or 
at least haven't shown,, the strik- 
ing power which they displayed a 
year ago in their assault on the 
Soviet. 
The Russians say Hitler 


has lost so heavily in men and 
material In the past twelve months 
that he is Incapable of staging an 
:ill-out offensive. 


That may be a correct estimate, 


hut I think we want to see the 
Germans In action for a while be- 
lore coming to a conclusion. Aa 
this column has pointed out be- 
fore, both sides have taken such 
henvy punishment thnt only a fresh 
teat, such as now Is under way, can 
determine the 
relative 
striking 


power of these giant armies. It 
will be surprising if Hitler Isn't 
holding considerable strength in 
reserve, and wo may expect some 
hitter fighting, and many dark days 
for the allies, before the Issue is 
decided.
